Shamir says he’ll suppor

Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir yesterday 
pledged to support a change in the covintry’s 
of government. He ἃ support

direct popular election of the prime minister. - 


Agudat Yisrael, which is pressing Shamir not 
to actively support electoral reform, agreed on 
Friday to the terms of its entry into the govern- 
ment. Aguda MK Moshe Ze’ev Feldman will be 
the deputy Labour Minister, and MK Menahem 
Porush wil] probably be deputy minister in the 
Economics Ministry. in charge of housing for 
the ultra-Orthodox. 

Shamir told Israel Radio that “‘it is impossible 
to continue for long with the existing system” 
that results in “endless bartering after every 
election." Shamir also bemoaned the “prolifer- 
ation of political parties.” 

The alternative systems that have been pro- 
posed would force the smaller parties to unite or 
be eliminated by raising the threshold required 
to eoter the Knewet to to at least 2.5 per cent. The 
ultra-Orthodox . whose support is con- 
centrated almost entirely in Bnei Brak and parts 


of Jerusalem. would probably be hurt by the 
constituency system. 

Shamir said that he would soon set up a 
ministerial committee for electoral reform, as 
called for by the coalition agreement. The 
agreement states that if the committee does not 
reach agreement, each party will make specific 
proposals within a year. 

Sources close to the prime minister told The 
Jerusalem Post that “this time, the prime minis- 
ter is serious about electoral reform.” Shamir, 
they said, felt that post-election negotiations 
had become “intolerable.” 

Labour Minister Gad Ya'acobi said be hoped 
Shamir's statements meant that after “many 
years of work. there is now a real chance to 
reform the system." He said he hoped the min- 
isterial committee would be formed 
immediately. 

Shamir yesterday also reaffirmed -Israel’s 
commitment to hold “democratic elections by 
the Palestinian-Arab population in the territo- 
ties for an administrative council that would 
also be the legitimate representation of the Pal- 
estinian-Arab population.” 

Speaking in an interview on Israel Radio's 
English transmission, Shamir said that such 


elections should be held in the first stages of the 
autonomy scheme and would represent a “very 
important clause of the Camp David agree- 
ments.” Stipulating that those elected should 
not be members of the PLO, Shamir said at the 
same time that the elected council would have 
to be a “living body of the population of the 
termtories.~ 

Shamir and Shimon Peres have yet to appoint 
their respective third men t the six-man Diplo- 
matic Affairs Forum. which includes the two 
party Jeaders as well as Moshe s\rens and Yitz- 
hak Rabin. Sources close to Shamir said that 
David Levy would be the prime minister's 
choice. Labour candidates are Mashe Shahal, 
Mordechai Gur and Gad Ya‘acobi. 

If ¥Yx"acobi is appointed, is expected, to the 
Ministerial Finance Committee, he will remove 
his candidacy for the other forum. Sources close 
to Ya‘acobi suid the minister had been promised 
the appointment by Peres after he was forced to 
give up the industry portfolio. which was origi- 
nally promised him in 1984, but then relin- 
quished to Sharan.

Sri Lanka’s new 
president faces 
two insurgencies 


COLOMBO, Sri Lanka (AP) -- 
Prime Minister Ranasinghe Prema- 
dasa will be an embattled president 
from the moment he takes office 
Jan. 2, facing two viotent insurgen- 
cies at home and an uneasy relation- 
ship with regional superpower 
India. 

Opposition accusations that he 
won the presidency by fraud could 
make his task of unifying a nation 
divided by political and ethnic rival- 
ries even more difficult. 

If the opposition gets its way, the 
election will be nullified and Prema- 
dasa will not become president. 

Premadasa must try to end the 
ethnic bloodshed that has killed 
nearly 10,000 people since 1983, 
when Tamil minority extremists be- 
gan an insurgency to win indepen- 
dence from the majority Sinhalese. 

Sinhalese extremists belonging to 
the People’s Liberation Front have 
since launched their own campaign 
of terror to undermine the 
government. 

They oppose the 1987 peace ac- 
cord with New Delhi that provides 
limited autonomy to Tamils and 
places 47,000 Indian peacekeeping 
troops on Sri Lankan soil to prevent 
renewed fighting. . 

Premadasa, the candidate of the 
ruling United National Party, won 
Monday's election with 50.4 per 
cent of the vote. He immediately 
appealed to the Sinhalese extremist 
group to join the democratic process 
by contesting February parliamenta- 
ry elections, the first in 11 years.

If the extremists refuse, the new 
president could decide a relentless 
crackdown is the only solution, hop 
ing the bulk of Sri Lanka’s 16 mil- 
tion people would support such a 
Tove as the best way to restore law 
and order.

The front, which nearly toppled 
the government in November with a 
boycott that has since lost steam, 
has given no indication of its next 
move. 

It remains to be seen whether the 
front’s power was diminished by the 
presidential elections, which the 
group had vowed to undermine. 

The insurgency of Tamil separat- 
ists in the northeast, meanwhile, has 
yet to be quelled despite the posi- 
tioning of Indian troops to enforce 
the 1987 accord that grants some 
autonomy to the minority group that 
comprises 18 per cent of the 
population. 

Premadasa says he wants the un- 
popular Indian soldiers to leave, but 
reality might require they stay. 

India, which has become more ac- 
tive as a regional superpower under 
Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi, re- 
mains dedicated to keeping its 
troops in place until the Tamil sepa- 
ratist insurgency is quashed. 

And if the Indian troops were to 
withdraw from the north while Sin- 
halese extremists remained active in 
the south, the Sri Lankan armed 
forces would be spread too thinly to 
deal with both uprisings. 

One possible solution would be a 
token withdrawal of some Indian 
troops that Premadasa could use as 
proof of progress on his pledge. 

Quelling the insurgencies could 
hep iim, tackle fhe other huge. prob- 
lem he faces -- ἃ ‘national-economy 
left in shambles_by the violence. >

He said he would receive a Poli- 
sario delegation although he would 
not enter into negotiations over the 
territory. Until now, the king has 
refused to accept the existence of 
the Polisario as anything but a 
group of Algerian-backed rebels. 
“The doors of my palace are open. 
1 am ready ‘to hear everyone, to 
listen to their problems and know 
what they want for this part of the 
territory,” he told the interviewer. 

“They can come in their capaci- 
ty as Polisario,"’ he added. 

The UN plan calls for a referen- 
dum offering independence or inte- 
gration with Morocco. But many 
details remain to be settled, such as 
a formal ceasefire, an exchange of 
prisoners and the crucial question 
of who can vote. ‘ 

The Polisario has been on the

Christmas visit to Mandela 


CAPE TOWN (AP) — The family of 
jailes black leader Nelson Mandela 
arrived in Cape Town yesterday car- 
rying presents and a cake for 2 
Christmas Day visit. 
Mandela’s wife. Winnie. their 
daughter Zinzi, and three grandchil- 
dren planned an 80-minute visit to- 
day with Mandela at his suburban- 
stvle house on the grounds of the 
Victor Vester Prison. 
Mandela, leader of the African 
National Congress guermlla move- 
ment, was moved to the house on 
December 7 after recuperating from 
tuberculosis at a Cape Town 
hospital. 

The family is allowed unlimited 
access to Mandela. However, Mrs. 
Mandela has said the family will not 


accept any special privileges from 
the white-led government and will 
make only the standard prison visits 
of no more than 80 minutes. 

In another development, two de- 
tainees were released yesterday af- 
ter being held more than three 
months without charge, the Argus 
newspaper in Cape Town reported. 


The newspaper said the two are 
Saliem Mowzer, 25, a teacher and a 
member of the banned National 
Education Crisis Committee. and 
William Simmers, 48, chairman of a 
Cape Town community group in a 
mixed-race township.

Soviet envoy 
invites ex-king 
of Afghanistan 
to peace talks 


ROME (Reuter) - Soviet deputy 
foreign minister Yuli Vorontsov 
said yesterday he had invited former 
king Zahir Shah of Afghanistan to 
join talks on forming a broad-bitsed 
Afghan government. 

Vorontsov, speaking after an un- 
precedented meeting in Rome with 
the former king. desembed the two- 
hour talks as useful and evtensive 
and said both sides had azteed to 
continue contucts. 

“We are consulting with...politi- 
cal grours who will comprise the 
nent tnd in that 
general pi acelin 
with the former Zahir Shah which 
we had today," Vorontsov told a 
news conference. 

Vorontsov. who is also: ambassa- 
dor to Kabul, said he hid also dis- 
cussed Soviet leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev's call for a cease-fire in 
Afghanistan from January 1. 

. “Tam not at liberty, of course, to 
declare anything on the part of the 
former king of Afghanistan but | 
think 1 have the night to say that 
Zahir Shah stated that he fully sup- 
ports the idea of stopping the war at 
the earliest possible time in Afghan- 
istan.” Vorontsov said. 

“He completely shares the view 
that the solution must be a political 
one.” he added. 

Vorontsov met Pakistun-based 
Afghan rebels for similar talks in 
Saudi Arabia on December 3 and 4. 
He said he also planned to meet 
Iran-based rebels in Teheran before 
January 1. 

He said no date had been set for a 
second meeting with Zahir Shah but 
that both sides had agreed to main- 
tain contacts. ξ 

Aides to Zahir Shah. who has 
lived in exile in Rome since he was. 
ousted by his cousin in a coup in 
1973, said no details of the talks 
were available. 

The 74-year-old former monarch 
had previously avoided contact with 
the Soviet Union, believing it might 
harm his standing with Afghan resis- 
tance groups. Vorontsov said the 
meeting was arranged by Italy with 
mutuai consent.

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Dynamics of Peace 


ONE of the few points on which the two 
major parties of the old-new broad coalition 
government seem to be in full agreement is 
the assessment that the status quo in the terri- 
tories is dead and buried. A full year of the 
Palestinian uprising in the territories which 

~ shows no real signs of a let-up made sure of 
that. 

Another point of consensus by both Likud 
and Labour is the realization that Israel must 
Jaunch a diplomatic initiative of its own with- 
out delay if it wishes to break out from its 
near-total political isolation that has been seri~ 
ously compounded by Washington's decision 
to open a dialogue with the PLO. It follows, 
therefore, that high-level discussions on the 
παίυτα and direction of such a new diplomatic 
initiative must be a top priority of the new 
government’s agenda. 

It is apparently with this assessment in mind 
that Prime Minister Shamir yesterday decided 
to reaffirm Israel’s commitment to hold demo- 
cratic elections of the Palestinian-Arab popu- 
lation in the territories (sic) for an administra- 
tive council that should be a “living body” of 
that population and also become its legitimate 
representation. Although Mr. Shamir stipu- 
lated that those representatives could not be 
PLO members, he must know full well, as 
anybody else does, that any Palestinian that 
would be elected to such a representative 
body in the territories will be fully committed 
to the PLO. 

With the international Middle East peace 
conference concept being a dead letter, at this 
stage at least, it is high time for pragmatic 
formulas that can change the situation on the 
ground and will eventually pave the way for a 
comprehensive solution. One such formula 
that would constitute what amounts perhaps 
to the only and best way out of the present 
stalemate is an interim solution. Such a πίονα 
would give the Palestinians in the territories a 
degree of self-rule and would remove Israel's 
security forces from the main population cen- 
tres in the West Bank and in the Gaza Dis- 
aict.

If Israel is planning to enter nego- 
tiations with such an approach. then 
there is no opening for any possible 
compromise in the furure. What 
many Israelis do not understand is 
that for the Arabs, peace with Israel 
is not an asset. is not what they 
yearn for (as we in Israel do). 

On the contrary. peace with Israel 
is the very high price they will have 
to pay in order to obtain some very 
vital interests of their own, interests 
that only Israel can provide. 

These are. of course, the return of 
territories which Israel has been oc- 
cupying since 1967, and the granting 
of political seff-determination to an 
Arab population at present under 
Israeli military rule. And there are 
interests that could be dealt with 
only after a revolutionary change in 
national priorities, moving from ἃ 
policy of military action to an era of 
economic and social development. 

Moreover, things are never static. 
If there is no dialogue. if there is no 
move towards a political settlement, 
there is only one possible outcome: 
escalation, leading to a most danger- 
ous and very costly war, which Israel 
would be undertaking under most 
unfavourable political conditions. 

And one iast argument. There is 
no guarantee that, even if Israel 
were to do its best to promote such 
an agreement. there is any chance at 
present of reaching a political settle- 
ment and avoiding war.

HOW FLEXIBLE can Israel afford 
to be in any future political discus- 
sions?

Two elements, vital to that securi- 
ty border, would have to be incorpo- 
rated in the agreement. 

The first is the complete demili- 
tarization of the West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip. No local Arab military 
forces would be allowed in those 
areas (except for a small gendarmer- 
ie responsible for internal security); 
and no outside Arab forces would 
be allowed to miove in. One has to 
realize that an Arab offensive 
against Israel, initiated from the 
1967 borders, might prove to be 2 
military threat -leading to 
catastrophe. 

The other element is that Israeli 
forces would be responsible for 
guaranteeing the demilitarization, 
and would be allowed to use military 
force if there were an attempt to 
violate the agreement. No time-lim- 
it should be atached to this responsi- 
bility; it will have to continue as long 
as may be necessary. 


WE IN Israel have prolonged expe- 
rience of international observers 
and peace-keeping forces. Israel 
should never agree to base its very 
existence on the performance of 
such forces in case of a crisis.

“Meeting with Arab kids opened my 
eyes. I discovered that they also felt pain 
and heartache. 1 also-discovered that there 


was a blind hatred on the part of some of 
them towards Jews, because they, too, had 
been raised on stereotypes.” 

Freidman said it was the memory of his 
cousin's murder that prompted him to be- 
come an active member of the group. He is. 
on visiting terms with several young Arabs 
he met through the group. “My mother and 
sisters accept this and 1 feel they support 
me. Unfortunately most of the other mem- 
bers of my family don't seem to understand 
what I'm doing or why.” 

All the Jewish activists in Hano'ar Shar 
Shir Aher view their forthcoming conscrip- 
tion as an honourable duty and not an 
onerous obligation, according to Friedman. 
Unlike some teenage peace activists they do 
not advocate refusing to serve in the admin- 
istered territories. 

The non-profit organization relies mainly 
on financial contributions from the. New 
Israel Fund and private donations to fi- 
nance its work and pay the salaries of a 
team of social workers and psychologists 
who prepare the programmes for the meet- 
ings. Over the past year, the group's activi- 
ties have been attended by over 1,000 
people. 


AHMED ABU JUMA joined the group 
about 12 months ago after attending a 
meeting at Kibbutz Mishmar Ha’Emek. 
Juma. aged 17, lives in Sulam village, but 
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attends school in Nazareth. He became in- 
volved with the group through a friend, also 
a resident of Kfar Sulam. 

“T already had Jewish friends from Kib- 
butz Merhavia, but I decided it would be a 
good idea to get to know Jewish people 
better. I left the first meeting with what | 
can only describe as ἃ good feeling.” said 
Juma. 

“The attitude in our village was and still 
is that Jews are bad and can't be trusted. I 
began to consider the issues and asked my- 

_ self what the Jews think about us.” said 
Juma. 

“Before going to the first mecting | had 
the impression that the Jewish kids 
wouldn't speak to me and would think of 
me as a terrorist. even though I"m an Israeli 
Arab and have never done anything wrong. 

“Ἔ realized afterwards that much of the 
stereotyping was due to lack of contact. The 
More contact there is between members of 
the two communities, the more understand- 
ing, which in turn aids co-existence.” 

Both Freidman and Juma emphasized 
that they opposed friendships turning into 
more emotional relationships. “Our aim is 
to identify the similarities, while stressing 
the differences between Jews and Arabs,” 
said Freidman. 

He added: “When I finish my army ser- 
vice I would like to extend the ideas we 
have developed in the group and apply 
them in pratice by establishing a joint Jewi- 
sh/Arab settlement on the lines of a kibbutz 
that would be a living testament to feasibil- 
ity of peaceful and productive co- 
existence."

However, on the whole, The 
Third Rome is remarkably weil re- 
searched, documented, and argued.

central aspect of the Russian Revo- 
lution: its deeply Russian national 
character. Agursky argues for Le- 
nin’s originality and heterodoxy as ἃ 
Marxist Communist in light of his 
embrace of a national teleology for a 
Communist movement in lieu of a 
more internationalist outlook. 
Agursky demonstrates that Russian 
“patriotism” was a prominent char- 
acteristic of every significant Com- 
mmnist leader in Russia: not only 
Lenin and Statin (the latter a more 
evident candidate for this kind of 
Communism), but Trotsky, Zinov- 
iev and Bukharin as well at various 
stages of their careers. 

Agursky argues quite persuasive-

For these reasons, a significant 
portion of The Third Rome is devot- 
ed to describing the origins and 
growth of a special Russia-oriented 
kind of Bolshevism, the kind associ- 
ated with the name of Stalin, which 
Agursky refers to as National Bol- 
shevism. Here, too, Agursky is a 
genuine trail-blazer. His research on 
the origins and development of the 
thought of Nikolai Ustrialov, the 
founder of the emigré-based Na- 
tional Bolshevism, is highly original 
as well as extensive. 

AJL in all, Agursky bas written a 
stimulating, readable, thorough and 
erudite book, which I can recom- 
mend to anyone interested not only 
in the history of 20th century Rus- 
sia, but also im the whole fascinating 
network of human idealism, ambi- 
tion, folly, achievement and failure 
known as Communism. 


I HOPE Agursky will continue his 
pioneering and long-overdue re- 
search into the origins of the Rus- 
sian Revolution. Pethaps he will pay 
more attention to the technical and 
pedestrian side of his work. For ex- 
ample, Vladimir Germanovich Ian- 
Bogoraz was not only a Russian 

ulist publicist,.in which context 
he ts referred to in The Third Rome,

but was also widely known for his 
scholarly work as an ethnographer, 
linguist and sociologist: American 
scholars are familiar with his contri- 
butions to Jessup's Arctic expedi- 
tions. A Moscow Party secretary, 
M. Riutin, known in Russian Com- 
munist historiography for his anti- 
Stalinist Riutin Memorandum” of 
1932, was called Martemyan (a rath- 
er unusual Russian name), not 
Mikhail. 

For a Russian reader, the chap- 
ters Agursky devotes to the devel- 
opment of Russian culture sound 
somewhat unsophisticated. For in- 
stance, Alexander Herzen, whom 
Agursky discusses, was one of the 
most distinguished connoisseurs of 
contemporary Western (especially 
French) literature, music and art; he 
was, incidentally, one of the most 
accomplished Russian prose writers 
of the 19th century. 

In discussing the influence of the 
Russian Christian heterodox sects, 
the name of Mikhail Kazmin, one of 
the leading stylists of modem Rus- 
sian poetry, is missing. It would 
have been worthwhile mentioni 
that, with the decline of his politi 
influence, Lev Trotsky came rather 
more to appreciate cultural values. 
One of the last pieces he published 
in the USSR was his 1926 eulogy of 
the poet Serge Esenin, Isadora Dun- 
can's unfortunate husband. This: is: 
Gne.of the: best: evaluations of Ese- 


nin’s poetry -- keen, perceptive and 
full of tragic self-awareness — and it 
compares very well with Nikolai 
Bukharin’s (the idol of contempo- 
rary Soviet reformists} diatribes. It 
would be only fair to add that the 
same tragic fate later befell Bukha- 
tin: he too became one of the best 
judges of Soviet poetry, but only 
after his political eclipse. 

ONE LAST aspect of Agursky's 
book is its fresh and important in- 
sights into thé role of the Jews in the 
Russian revolution. His approach is 
based on first-hand knowledge of 
diverse sources: Russian, Yiddish, 
Hebrew, German, etc. It is abso- 
lutely free from any bias, very ob- 
jective and, I would say, dignified, 
especially when he has to write 
about the fate and views of people 
clearly unsympathetic to him but 
whose sufferings he respects. 

I was especially touched by his 
description of the struggles and tra- 
vails of Grigori Zinoviev, a thor- 
oughly despicable personage (inci- 
dentally, Agursky never mentions 
to the “Zinoviev letter” episode, 
which seems to have put an end to 
the “internationalist" dimensions of 
“National Bolshevism"), whose 
only redeeming features, as it tran- 
spires from Agursky's work, were 
his awkward Jewishness, his inabil- 
ity to judge his own prospects cor- 
rectly, his naive belief in his own 

fortune, his desire to save his 

ily, and, finally, his apocryphal 
recitation of Shermu Israel seconds 
before he was shot.

IN THEIR FIGHT to have the same 
rights as men, Israeli women have 
unfortunately won the “‘right™ to die 
of many of the same diseases. 
Health experts say that the mortality 
rate from cardiovascular diseases — 
for many years, a major killer of 
men -- among women in this country 
is now considerably higher than of 
that of their European counterparts, 
and approaching that of Israeli men. 
And this is serious, since two-fifths 
of all deaths here are due to these 
diseases. 

These statistics were reported re- 
cently by Prof. Daniel Bruner of 
Welfson Hospital in Holton, who is 
the local head of the ‘“‘Monica Pro- 
ject.” The world-wide project was 
organized by the World Health Or- 
ganization (WHO) and has been op- 
erating in the Holon-Bat Yam area 
for the past five years. Its aim: to 
reduce the number of deaths from 
heart and vascular disease. 

Dr. Siegfried Beatig of East Ger- 
many, who is head of the WHO's 
cardiovascular disease department 
and works in Geneva. called on 
Health Ministry officials in Jerusa- 
{em earlier this month. He said the 
WHO is pleased that the Monica 
Project, which encourages changes 
in diet and lifestyle, has succeeded 
in reducing the number of deaths 
from heart diseases in those coun- 
tries in which it has been implement- 


ed. 

The Health Ministry is now pre- 
paring to extend its Monica Project 
operations to the whole couatry. In 
the coming months, anti-smoking 
and exercise programmes will be ap- 
pearing in other localities. Experts 
will visit large companies and offices 
to encourage workers to adopt a 
more healthful lifestyle. Because of 
the rise in cardiovascular disease in 
women, this sector will get special 
attention ~ to persuade them to 
change their lifestyle, stop smoking, 
lower their fat intake, and increase 
physical activity. 

Prof. Bruner said that tens of 
thousands of Israelis will be tested 
for the two types of cholesterol -- 
LDL or low-density lipoproteio, 


which increases the danger of car-~ 


diovascular disease, and HDL or 
high-density lipoprotein, which ac- 
tually reduces the danger. HDL can 
be boosted by exercise, weight-re- 
duction and proper diet. 


MORE WILL be learned about 
medicine and biology during the 
next two decades than has been 
known in the last 2,000 years. This is 
the prediction of Dr. Leroy Hood, a 
leading American biotechnological 


medical researcher who has re- 
ceived the 16th annual Shai Shack- 
pai Prize from the Hebrew Universi- 
ty-Hadassah Medical School. The 
prize was established by New Jersey 
Senator Frank Lautenberg in mem- 
ory of his Jerusalem-born rabbi, 
who died in New Jersey of cancer at 
the age of 38. 

Dr. Hood predicted that it will 
eventually be possible to identify all 
the 100,000 estimated human genes. 
Thus, newborn babies could be 
typed according to their genetic 
make-up, and their parents will 
know which diseases their children 
may be susceptible to during their 
lives. Preventive measures could 
then be taken to reduce the danger 
of these diseases. 

The Shacknai Prize is regarded as 
a major international award in the 
field of immunology and cancer, 
three of its past winners went on to 
win Nobel Prizes. ᾿ 


A WOMAN whose ovaries had 
been surgically removed gave birth 
recently at a French hospital to a 
daughter weighing 2.9 kg, according 
to one of the medical team who 
assisted. Bernard Sele, a professor 
at the Grenoble medical faculty, 
told journalists he believed that it 
was the first time a baby had been 
born to a woman without ovaries. 

Sele said the team had taken an 
egg from the woman's ovaries, 
which were seriously infected by an 
inflammation of the womb, before 
surgically removing them in Decem- 
ber, 1987. The egg was then ferti- 
lised in the laboratory with sperm 
from her husband, and last March 
the resulting embryo was placed in 
the woman's womb for what he said 
was otherwise a normal pregnancy. 


THE COUNTRY’S only rehabilita- 
tion hostel for alchoholics in Ramat 
Gan, now celebrating’s its sixth an- 
niversary, bas treated 683 patients 
since it opened. Half of them have 
given up drinking altogether and are 
now working and supporting their 
families. Among the patients have 
been 23 women and 32 non-Jews, 
mostly Moslem Arabs (who are ac- 
cording to Islamic law prohibited 
from consuming alcohol). A fifth of 
the patients were born in Israel, and 
most of them are ased 30 to 50. 
The hostel, established by Pnina 
Eldar, head of the Israel Society for 
the Prevention of Alcoholism, re- 
ceives financial support from the 
Health Ministry. But with only one, 
most of the 15,000 estimated hard- 
core alcoholics in the country cannot 
be treated. The society opposes the 


large-scale advertising of alcoholic 
beverages in this country. and tries 
to make the public aware of the 
dangers of heavy drinking. 

The best way to fight alcoholism. 
Eldar told The Jerusalem Post, is to 
reach young people and tell them of 
the dangers of alcoholism. This is 
being done via educational pro- 
grammes that have become part of 
the high school curriculum. 


AMERICAN TEENAGE girls 
have the highest rate of abortion in 
the developed world -- more than 
double the rate in most European 
nations, according to a UN report 
released fast week. 

The rt by the UN population 
division found that the U.S. also had 
the highest pregnancy rate, and that 
it has remained high contrary to 
the declining trend in almost every 
other developed country. 

About 9.8 per cent of American 
women aged 15 to 19 become preg- 
nant each year, the highest rate 
auzong the nations studied. Hungary 
ranked second, at 8.5 per cent. Ja- 
pan was lowest overall at 1 per cent. 
‘The Netherlands was the lowest in 
Evrope at 1.2 per cent: most Euro- 
pean nations were about 34 per 
ceat. . ἣν 

Regarding abortions, the report 
said 4.4 per cent of American wom- 
en aged 15 to 19 had abortions each 
year, compared with 2.7 per cent in 
Hungary, 0.47 per cent in the Neth- 
erlands and 0.62 per cent in Japan. 

“Liberalization of abortion laws 
does not always bring about an in- 
crease in abortion rates,” the report 
said. “In Sweden. a liberalization of 
the laws in 1975 brought about only 
a small increase in rates," 
it said. 

Most teenagers who choose abor- 
tion over giving birth are unmarried. 
The option to carry a pregnancy to 
term is becoming less and less pou~ 
lar among pregnant teenagers, the 
report found. The proportion of 
pregnancies that end in abortion has 
increased since the early 1970s. Ex- 
amining sexual trends, the report 
found that cohabitation has 
emerged in European countries as 
an increasingly popular phenome- 
non among men and women of all 
ages. . 

‘The report, entitled “Adolescent 
Reproductive Behavior,” focuses 
only on the developed nations. A 
companion volume on the Third 
World is scheduled for publication 
next year. The survey covered East- 
ern and Western Europe, the 
USSR, North America, Japan, Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand.

TOO LITTLE aftcntion has 
been paid to the fact that only 
29% of American Jews voted 
for George Bush, and that the 
votes cast for Richard Nixon or 
Ronald Reagan were not so 
very much higher. 

More attention has been de- 
voted to the unanimous protest 
by American Jewry against the 
attempted definition of Who is a 
Jew. Nothing has been said 
about what these two actions 
have in common, and what this 
may mean for Isract or the Di- 
aspora. There bas always been 
a feeling that the creation of the 
State of Isrel, even if it could 
not end the Diaspora, would 
help end Diaspora attitudes. 

But history is not so easily cut 
short, and even devotion to the 
State of Israel has not destroyed 
traditions which met the needs 
of a minority living in the midst 
of other peoples. 

1 do not mean to paint an 
idealistic picture of American 
Jewry in all its diversity and 
self-interest, but liberal ideas 
continuc to run strong, espe- 
cially a devotion to pluralism 
and civil liberties. The fear of a 
militant nationalism is present 
as well -- after all such a nation- 
alism has always threatened 
Jews and more often than not 
meant catastrophy. 


BUT THE NEEDS of a nation 
State are clearly different from 
those of a diaspora; it has to 
find national cohesion and to 
use what is called reason of state 
to maintain itself. American 
Jews support Israel's national 
self-consciuusness and yet want 
to combine it with their deeply 
ingrained liberalism. 

Once such a combination 
seemed easily possible: it is too 
often forgotten that many early 
Zionists wanted to give nation- 
alism a human face, co-existent 
with openness to the world, 
centred on individual develop- 
ment rather than on territorial 
expansion. Not even Israel's 
wars could liquidate this 
tradition. 

Other nations under similar 
cirumstance of perpetual war 
would long ago have resorted to 
an aggressive and chauvinistic 
policy. Demonstrably, this has 
not happened in Israel -- up un- 
til now. Are we now going to

Spotlight moves to 


local, foreign banks | ak<

The Koor Group and Bankers, 
Trust, the New York bank that peti- 
tioned for its liquidation, have faded 
out of the spotlight in the drama 
evolving over the future of the coun- 
try’s largest industrial concern. 

Following the Tel Aviv District 
Court's decision to put the case on 
hold for 30 days, the real action has 
become centered on the fight be- 
tween Koor's local creditors and its 
foreign banks over how the compa- 
ny’s collateral will be split among 
them. 

All sides concerned realize that 
liquidation is virtually out of the 
question, especially after Judge 
Eliyahu Winograd’ emphasized in 
his decision last week that Koor was 
unlike any other‘company in the 
economy and its survival was a mat- 
ter of national interest: Even Bank- 
ers Trust, in the course of the pro- 
ceedings, appeared to soften its 
stand a little, stressing that its main 
objective was not liquidation but en- 
suring that all the foreign banks had 
their money repaid to them. 

in an unexpected show of unity 
before the court, Koor’s foreign 
banks insisted that, in contrast to 


the impression given by other par- 
ties involved in the case, they had no 
intention of approving the compa- 
ny’s recovery programme without 
significant concessions on the part of 
the Israeli banks. One of the condi- 
tions is payment on a “first-out” 
basis ahead of the Israeli banks and 
the other is receiving collateral from 
unpledged shares in Koor’s assets. 


Needless to say, the Israeli banks 
have not taken kindly to these pro- 
posals, since their position has until 
now been far more secure than the 
foreign banks. But obviously, they 
will end up making concessions, be- 
cause they stand to lose even more if 
Koor is liquidated. They hold a 
much larger share of the company's 
debt. 


it is this issue that has been the 
subject of intensive negotiations 
over the past few days, leaving Koor 
and Bankers Trust for once on the 
sidelines. Both sides will probably 
continue fighting for whatever bit of 
collateral they can until January 22, 
the date the case is scheduled to. 
resume in court if need be. But it is 
hoped — and it now seems fikely -- 
they will reach some compromise 
agreement by that date.

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Japan passes tax reform legislation 


TOKYO (AP) -- Prime Minister 
Noboru Takeshita won a major vic- 
tory yesterday when parliament's 
upper house voted his controversial 
tax reform package into law, paving 
the way'for the first overhaul of 
Japan’s postwar tax system. 

Takeshita's Liberal Democratic 
Party used its commanding parlia- 
mentary majority to pass the tax 
package, which will introduce a na- 
tional 3% sales tax and reduce 
heavy reliance on direct taxes 
through cuts in corporate and up- 
per-level income taxes. The legisla- 
tion takes effect April 1. 

Yesterday evening's vote ended 


more than 24 hours of last-ditch de- 
laying tactics by opposition parties. 
Previous attempts at tax reform un- 
der former premiers Masayoshi 
Ohira and Yasuhiro Nakasone 
failed in the face of strong public 
and political opposition.

Year of the breakthrough: 


Doug Williams is NFL’s first black winning

NEW YORK (AP) -- If the barrier 
against black players ever existed, it 
died in the fading sunlight at San 
Diego's Jack Murphy Stadium on 
January 29. 

It died when Doug Williams, a 
quarterback who happens to be 
black, passed for 340 yards and four 
touchdowns as the Washington 
Redskins ended the 1987 season 


with a 42-10 victory over Denver for

their second Super Bow} win of the 
1980s. 

Both the yardage and touchdowns 
were Super Bowl records as the 
Skins scored 35 points in the second 
quarter and eventually broke a Su- 
per Bowl record for setting records. 

But it was a peak between valleys 
both for the Nationa! Football 
League, Williams and three 
Redskins. 

it ended on a high note a season 
that was marred by a 24-day strike 
and three weekends of games with 
what the NFL called “replacement 
players” and preceded a 1988 
marked by the continuation of the 
labour dispute in court and the sus- 
pension of 24 players for substance 
abuse, including such stars as Law- 
rence Taylor, Dexter Manley, 
Bruce Smith, Charles White and 
Mark Duper. 

It was also another year of quar- 


terback injuries, beginning on open- 
ing day when the AFC Central race 
was skewered when Cleveland's 
Bernie Kosar and Houston's War- 
ren Moon went down. 

As for the Redskins, they fol- 
lowed the pattern of the previous 
eight Super Bowl winners, falling 
out of the playoff picture by the 
three-quarter mark of the season 
and finishing 7-9. By season’s end, 
Williams was back on the bench, 
replaced by Mark Rypien, the quar- 
terback of the future and Timmy 
Smith, whose 205 rushing yards 
were also a Super Bow! record, had 
been replaced by rookie Jamie 
Mons. 

And it left Coach Joe Gibbs ex- 
plaining failure like Bill Parcells, 
Mike Ditka, Bill Walsh and others 
before him. “It's a combination of 
all the things that go with winning 
it.” Gibbs said. “It's the schedule, 
the way people look at you and the 
way you look at yourself.” 

In fact. the Redskins and Broncos 
combined to set a gew low for Super 
Bowl winners. Denver, who fin- 
ished 8-8, also missed the playoffs, 
marking the first time in history that 
both Super Bow! winners failed to 
make it to the playoffs the next year. 

The Broncos got a subpar year 
from quarterback John Elway. who 
carried them to two Super Bowls but 
suffered from a sore elbow all year. 
He’s scheduled for surgery in the 
off-season. They also let go their 
entire defensive coaching staff. in- 
cluding coordinator Joe Collier, 
who had been with them for two 
decades.

calls for talks 
with the PLO

TEL AVIV - An umbrella-covered 
crowd tens of thousands strong 
braved the elements last night filling 
Kikar Malchei Yisrael in a Peace 
Now rally billed as the most critical 
since the Lebanon War . 

Spesker after speaker, including 
left-wing MKs, called on the govern- 
ment to initiate peace talks with the 
PLO without delay on the basis of 
mutual recognition and a cessation 
of all terror activities. Two counter- 
protests were staged, one by Tehiya 
and Moledet and the other by Kach. 


The rally marked a new phase in 
Peace Now activity, with a direct 
appeal to the government from the 
political mainstream. A Peace Now 
spokeswoman said that most of the 
movement's supporters felt that 
Arafat's recent statements marked a 
turning point in PLO policy and cre- 
ated a new opportunity for peace. 
“We must show the world that we 
are not afraid of peace,” she said. 


Organizers of the rally had feared 
δ poor turnout because of the week- 
end’s rain, but the large square was 
covered with a blanket of bright um- 
brellas and bold signs. Labour MK 
Lova Eliav repeatedly referred to a 
poll published on Friedya by Yidiot 
Aharonot which indicated that 54 
per cent of Israelis were in favour of 
negotiating with the PLO. “We are 
not a minority,’” he told the 
crowd.“We represent hundreds of 
thousands of people. We must pre- 
sent their'views.” 

MK Shulamit Aloni (Citizens 


Rights Movement) argued that Isra- 
el could never be free until the gov- 
ernment gave up control of Judea, 
Samaria and Gaza. 

Labour’s Yael Dayan warned the 
crowd against sinking into false 
complacency. ‘“We must stop this 
illusion. The line to peace does not 
run straight through Kikar Malchei 
Yisrael. We must talk to all the peo- 
ple. We must speak to Yad Eliyahu 
and the Hatikva neighbourhood,” 
sbe said, referrmg to two of Tel 
Aviv’s Likud strongholds. 

Shinui MK Amnon Rubinsties 
claimed that government policy was 
absurd, because it wanted peace but 
was not willing to make the effort to 
achieve it. “The question is funda- 
mental to Israel's existence and the 
need to escape from the cycle of 
wars justifies taking a security risk.” 

MK Abd el-Wahad Darousha, of 
the Arab Democratic List, called on 
the rally to “‘say yes to two states for 
two people, yes to a free Israel and 
yes to a free Palestine. Israel is not 
only Rabin and Shamir and Peres 
and Sharon. It is Peace Now and the 
forces of democracy. { denounce the 
government and its policy of 
denial.” 

Mapam Secretary-General Elazar 
Granot argued that Israel was the 
homeland of two nations faced with 
two options, either eternal war or ἃ 
peace com ‘ise. “Those who be- 
lieve that a nation cannot exercise 
its own rights while denying those of 
others will agree to compromise. 
The alternative is death and 
destruction.”

At Ajab, near Jenin, a mukhtar 
considered by the local villagers a 
“collaborator” with the security 
forces opened fire from an Uzi sub- 
machine gun during a dispute, 
wounding four members of the Ma- 
s'ad family, Palestinians said.

End to tax rebates for development towns

that former finance minister Moshe 
Nissim refused to sign the regula- 
tions extending the rebates for an- 
other year. The current regulations 
expire at the end of the month. The 
Treasury did not publicize Nissim's 
decision, but the income tax au- 
thorities have already started in- 
forming employers about the 
change. 

Nissim proposed scrapping the 
exemptions entirely in earty 1987, as 
part of his proposed tax reforms. 
But opposition from the Histadrut 
and the Knesset Finance Committee 
forced him to abandon such plans, 
along with proposals to eliminate 
other tax exemptions. 

The exemptions could still be 
saved if Finance Minister Peres de- 
cides to sign the regulations, con- 
trary to the wishes of the Treasury's 
senior officials. 


Under the regulations, 


residents in development towns re- 


ceive 8 3 - 10 per cent tax deduction. 
Workers on second and third shifts 
receive a 15 per cent rebate, and 
demobilized soldiers working in in- 
dustry, agriculture, construction 
and hotels get six, four and two ad- 
ditional credit points in the first, 
second and third year. respectively, 
after their discharge from the army. 
If the rebates are not extended, the 
Treasury could stand to gain NIS 
180 million a year.
